the house so I just hung him out the 
window. I can’t describe how brave 
she [Bethan] was. 

“I was thinking I’d have to put blan¬ 
kets around us and run down the 
stairs but I don’t think we would have 
made it. There was smoke and flames 
everywhere. I just don’t know how to 
say thanks to her. She’s such a hero in 
my eyes.” 

Bethan, who works as a carer for 
Care At Hand, was helped by her col¬ 
league Chanelle Kotrofi. Bethan said: 
“Robyn was screaming ‘my baby is 
with me, my baby is in here’. I said to 
her to throw the baby down and I 
would catch him. She was scared but 
I promised her I would catch him. 

“She held him out of the window 
and let go. I caught him round his 
waist. It was just instinct, I didn’t 
really think about it. ” 

Bethan added: “He [the baby] was 
laughing, he thought it was hilari¬ 
ous.” 


Avan driver, who had ladders on his 
vehicle, stopped to rescue Robyn 
from the blaze. He left the scene 
shortly after and Robyn has no idea 
who he is. 

“I wouldn’t have jumped, I just don’t 
think I could have done it,” said 
Robyn. “It was the hardest day of my 
life but I’m so glad my little boy came 
to no harm, I couldn’t imagine if 
things were different. 

“It’s time to try and forget what hap¬ 
pened even though it’s going to be so 
hard. Every night I’ve been in tears, 
it’s been hard moving to a new house. 
Some things we were able to save, but 
not much.” 

The blaze gutted the house, leaving 
Robyn and Harley, her mother Raina 
leffery, stepfather Alan Durack, 49, 
brother Vince Crew, 25, and sisters 
Stephanie, 18, and Rebecca leffery, 
16, homeless. 

The family returned to their home 
the following day to see if anything 
could be salvaged but the blaze had 
engulfed the whole property. “We 


were so lucky to escape,” said Robyn. 

Harlow Council arranged tempo¬ 
rary accommodation at the Park Inn 
Hotel and now the family have been 
moved to a new home in Linford 
Close. 

Mr Durack said: “I was at work 
when I got a call and my daughter 
was just screaming the house is 
burning down.” 

He added: “Everybody has been so 
good, I cannot fault anyone. The sup¬ 
port we have received has been unbe¬ 
lievable. Harlow Council and the 
Park Inn were amazing. I can’t 
believe how amazing people have 
been to us.” 

Bethan’s mother Beverley said: “I’m 
incredibly proud of her. The whole 
family is so proud.” 

A joint police and fire service inves¬ 
tigation is under way to establish the 
cause of the blaze.

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Several schools shut 
as teachers walk out 


SEVERAL schools in Harlow were 
forced to close yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) when members of the National 
Union of Teachers took part in a 
national strike. 

Staff staged a walkout in a row over 
Government changes to contracts, 
including the introduction of perfor¬ 
mance-related pay, the increase in 
workload and cuts to pensions. 

NUT members also protested agai¬ 
nst the impact of Education Secretary 
Michael Gove’s policies on the wider 
eduction system, which the union 
described as “exhausting and demor¬ 
alising” for teachers and disrupting 
children’s education. 

William Martin Infant & Junior 
School, Henry Moore Primary, Little 
Parndon Primary, Latton Green 
Primary, Longwood Primary and 
Churchgate Primary School were all

closed while others were unable to 
run all classes, forcing parents to 
make alternative arrangements. 

Wednesday’s day of action was the 
NUT’s third national strike. 

The other big teaching union, the 
NASUWT which walked out along¬ 
side the NUT in the two previous 
national strikes, decided against par¬ 
ticipating in yesterday’s walk out. 

Murray Sackwild, seceratary for the 
Harlow & Epping Forest branch of the 
NUT, said: “We are delighted with the 
response to the union’s call to strike. 
The majority of our 1000 teachers in 
the Harlow & Epping Forest 
Association took action. 

“While we know that the disruption 
a strike can have makes life a little 


more difficult we are pleased with the 
support that we have received from 
parents, students and residents. 

“People realise that teachers are 
campaigning against a lot of the neg¬ 
ative changes in education that 
impact on students as well as them¬ 
selves. “ 

He added: “Students don’t want 
burnt out 68-year-old teachers or 
teachers who are too exhausted to 
produce entertaining lessons due to 
excessive workload. Mostly students 
want to be treated like people rather 
than statistics on data related targets 
necessitated by performance related 
pay. 

“Teachers in Harlow were standing 
up for education and welcome the 
support of the Harlow public in their 
ongoing battle with Michael Gove’s 
backward reforms.” 



Shadow minister’s fact-finding tour of 
Newhall with parliamentary candidate 


A MEMBER of Labour’s 
shadow cabinet paid a visit 
to the Newhall development 
in Harlow on Monday.

development has got to be 
the future. 

“Visiting Newhall is a good 
learning experience, 
showing how a slightly 
different model of housing 
works so well. I think caring 
about public spaces, as the 
development has done, is 
also important.” 

She added: “This has got 
to be the future. We need an 
uplift in housing and 
housing development and 
we do not want to go back 
to the council estates of the

Ms Stride said: “It’s 
always fantastic when 
shadow ministers come up 
to visit us in Harlow.

“Harlow was designed to 
provide housing and green 
space to provide a good 
quality of life for residents 


and Newhall carries on that 
vein of thinking with the 
focus of bringing a good 
quality of life.

Dr Sabah Usmani and her five chil¬ 
dren - sons Sohailb, 11, Muneeb, 9, 
Rayyan, 6, and daughters Hira, 12, 
and Maheen, 3 - died in the fire in 
October 2012. 

The only survivor was Dr Usmani’s 
husband Dr Adbul Shakoor, father of 


the five youngsters who perished. 

Two people arrested on suspicion 
of murder in connection with the 
blaze have been told they are to face 
no further action. 

Detective Superintedent Rob 
Vinson, who headed up the investi¬ 
gation, said last week: “We are still 
following up various investigative 
leads as well as reviewing the inves¬ 
tigation to identify further lines of 


enquiry. 

“This is still an active investigation 
and we would still urge people to 
come forward.” 

It is believed the fire started in the 
lounge area of the end-of-terrace 
house in Barn Mead. 

Police officers have taken hundreds 
of statements and collected thou¬ 
sands of documents and exhibits as 
part of the investigation.

Villagers vent anger 
at housing ‘betrayal’ 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
plans to build thousands of 
homes on countryside to the 
north of Harlow have accused 
councillors in neighbouring 
East Herts of “betraying the 
community”. 

People living in Sawbri- 
dgeworth and the villages of 
Eastwick, Gilston and High 
Wych packed into Hunsdon 
Village Hall for a meeting to 
discuss the development now 
known as Gilston Park. 

East Herts Council included 
the scheme, which is being 
promoted by Places for People, 
in its draft district plan 
despite a decade of opposition 
by the supporters of the Stop 
Harlow North pressure group. 

The land north of Harlow is 
back on the drawing board 
because the council needs to 
find locations for 15,000 prop¬ 
erties by 2031 and estimates 
indicate not enough can be 
built in Bishop’s Stortford and 
the surrounding villages. 

The apparent U-turn, revers¬ 
ing the argument that devel¬ 
opment in the area would be 
unsustainable, prompted 
questions about infrastruc¬ 
ture, roads, rail, hospitals, 
housing numbers, flooding 
and sustainability. 

Nigel Clark, of Stop Harlow 
North, challenged Cllr Mike 
Carver, East Herts Council’s 
executive member for strate¬ 
gic planning and transport

and principal architect of the 
blueprint, to explain why it 
had “suddenly abandoned its 
long held and widely docu¬ 
mented opposition to devel¬ 
opment north of Harlow”. 

Cllr Carver was accused of 
betraying the community and 
asked why the council could 
put forward proposals in light 
of the Conservative group’s 
2011 election promise in 
which they said they would 
not allow “unsustainable and 
unwanted” development 
north of Harlow to happen. 

SHN closed the meeting by 
urging people to respond to 
the public consultation and to 
support an alternative that 
could provide the district with 
a major new national park - 
Gilston Great Park 

Mr Clark said: “The turnout 
was brilliant and shows local 
people are passionate about 
protecting the countrysides. 

“The community is very, 
very angry that, after years of 
arguing alongside our cam¬ 
paign that development north 
of Harlow in the Gilston area- 
would be unsustainable, East 
Herts Council has apparently 
changed its tune. They risk 
being ridiculed at the public 
examination that will follow 
in due course.”

Hero teen saved my 
daughter from dog

A MOTHER has publicly thanked a 
teenage boy for saving her five-year- 
old daughter after she was grabbed by 
a dog. 

Sancha Silvester, 43, of Copshall 
Close, Harlow, had taken her daughter, 
Terri-May, to the park when a bull ter¬ 
rier-type dog attacked the five-year- 
old while she was playing on the 
swings. 

Fifteen-year-old Luke Collins stepp¬ 
ed in to remove the dog, which had 
latched onto the youngster’s jacket and 
back, and returned it to its owners. 

He then helped Sancha take Terri- 
May home before she was taken to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

“There is an enclosed children’s 
area by my home and no dogs are 
allowed there,” said Ms Silvester. “A 
group of children turned up with a 
dog and tied it up inside the park. 

“I heard my little girl shout to 
them that I could help them on the 
swings so I went over to push Terri- 
May. The dog came loose and came 
flying towards us. It got hold of my 
daughter’s back and coat.” 

Ms Silvester added: “I was trying to 
get it off and screaming. I have never 
been so scared in my life. I was pulling 
for what seemed like forever. 
“Suddenly Luke came out of nowhere,

I’d never seen him and he came up 
behind the dog. I was telling him to be 
careful and he told me not to worry. He 
got the dog off and took it to one of the 
children.” 

It was only after Luke had helped Ms 
Silvester that she realised Terri-May 
had been hurt. “He took the dog away 
and Terri-May and I collapsed on the 
floor screaming,” she said. 

“Luke then came back over and told 
me not to lay down as Terri-May had 
been hurt and when I lifted her coat I 
saw she had a two-inch cut on her 
back. 

“He then picked up my daughter, and 
brought her home.” 


Terri-May was given antibiotics for 
her bite at PAH. “She seems to have 
bounced back pretty quickly but she’s 
wary of dogs and we haven’t tried to go 
back to the park or the swings. 

“Luke was so calm, he just grabbed 
the dog and took him away, I am 
absoultely stunned for a boy that age to 
be so calm in a situation like that. I am 
so grateful he was there.” 

Luke’s mother Tammy said: “I was 
scared senseless when I heard but I am 
very proud of him. 

“It is just amazing for him to go and 
help a little girl and put her safety first 
above his own because he could have 
been hurt himself. I am very proud.” 


Pair who foraged for 
mushrooms broke 
136-year-old bylaw 

A FATHER and daughter from Harlow 
have been fined for picking wild 
mushrooms in Epping Forest without 
permission. 

The pair were prosecuted for 
breaking an 1878 bylaw which 
imposes a ban on the harvesting of 
wild fungi from the forest without the 
consent of the woodland’s 
conservators, the City of London. 

Polish-born fosef Markiewicz, of 
Tanys Dell, and his daughter Iwona 
Markiewicz, of the same address, 
pleaded guilty by letter to picking 
mushrooms on October 5 last year. 

In their letter they stated: “We do it 
every year in Poland and a lot of 
Polish people do it, even in this 
country.” 

He added that they were sorry they 
had broken a law that was 150 years 
old but added: “It’s hard to believe 
that an act of 1878 has not been 
updated when top chefs advertise that 
we should live off the land and eat 
fungi.” 

Magistrates heard that the couple 
were found with a full bucket and 
wicker basket of mushrooms. They 
were each fined £80 and ordered to 
pay £260 costs. The maximum fine is 
£ 200 . 

Forest ranger Nick Baker told 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court the 
6,000-acre woodland is wholly owned 
by the City of London and protected 
by a bylaw “to conserve the forest for 
the people”. 

Mr Baker added: “We put them back 
into the forest to keep the spores 
within the forest. Sometimes we get 
accused of eating them ourselves.”

The plans, which were met with 
anger by residents, were approved 
by the authority’s planning com¬ 
mittee. 

Councillor Jean Clark (Labour) 
said: “It’s always difficult and we’re 
going to be confronted with this 
over and over again, but it’s hous¬ 
ing this town desperately needs.” 

A former garage site in Felmongers 
will make way for four two-bed- 
room homes. 

The site, pictured, is accessed 
from Momples Road and has 
become overgrown. 

Architect Mark Cotton, agent for 
Harlow Council, told Wednesday’s 
meeting: “It’s good use of previ¬ 
ously developed land for much-

needed affordable housing.” 

Almost 40 letters of objection 
were sent to the council by resi¬ 
dents who were concerned about a 
loss of privacy and being over¬ 
looked. 

In Feasants Croft, the authority 
approved plans to demolish 45 
garages and replace them with 
seven two-bedroom homes along 
with two parking spaces per prop¬ 
erty. 

The council will also create 13 
parking spaces on the site, which is 
in the Conservation Area, for pub¬ 
lic use. 

An application for seven new 
properties on a garage site at The 
Hill in Old Harlow was also 
approved despite concerns about 
access. 

The £1.8m programme will be 
funded with money ringfenced for 
affordable housing. 

Councillor Paul Schroder 


(Labour), cabinet portfolio holder 
for regeneration, said: “This is a key 
moment for the council and the 
town. It has been almost 25 years 
since the last council house was 
built in Harlow. 

“This programme will provide 
new high quality homes for local 
families on our Housing Needs 
register and also regenerate dis¬ 
used or underused garage sites. 

“This is only the beginning of 
what we want to achieve from 
building new council houses.” 



...but not everyone is happy at the planners’ decision 


AGENDAS were hurled in anger by 
protestors after approval was given for 
the first wave of new council housing in 
Harlow. 

Residents accused the council of 
failing to listen to their concerns about 
the proposals for 18 new council homes 
on three garage sites in Felmongers, 
Feasants Croft and The Hill. 

Robert Leishman, who has lived in 


Feasants Croft for 35 years, said: “We 
are totally opposed to the proposed 
development. Consideration of the long 
term health of people is needed.” 

Another resident added: “The council 
is not considering the life of residents 
but they are just ticking the box of 
having seven houses.” 

Dr Peter Hawkes, who lives in 
Felmongers, said he was concerned 


about “arrogant youths” and the noise 
of barking dogs and motorbike engines 
that could come from the site, adding: 
“I do not believe that proper 
consideration has been given to my 
amenties.” 

His legal representative added: “The 
development is premature. The 
development is neither aspirational or 
inspirational.”

THE funeral cortege of a popular 
Harlow newsagent, who has died at 
the age of 74, will be stopping 
briefly outside his old business as it 
makes its way to Parndon Wood 
Crematorium on Saturday. 

Vishivball Sood - who was known 
to family, friends and customers as 
Sid - passed away on Sunday, March 
16 at the Royal Free Hospital in 
London. 

Mr Sood was the owner of the 
Ward Hatch newsagents which he 
ran for more than 12 years. 

When he and his wife Urmil - 
known as Millie - sold the business 
in 1997 they thanked their loyal 
customers by serving up Indian 
delicacies. The story was featured 
in the Star. 

Mr Sood’s youngest son Aman, 34, 
said: “He was really hard-working. 
When I think of the word grafter I 
think of him. He was up at 4.45am 
every day and at the store for 5.30 to 
open at 6am. A lie-in for him would 
be sleeping in until 5.30am. 

“He had a really big work ethic 
and was a really friendly, warm 
affectionate person. 

“He came to England with no 
money, not speaking the language 
and had no friends. He has left hav¬ 


ing a good business, a nice house, a 
close family and lots of friends. It’s 
amazing.” 

He said his father had encouraged 
his children to work hard for what 
they wanted. 

“He was a brilliant man,” said 
Aman. “I worked in the shop along¬ 
side him from when I was quite 
young and I learned everything 
from him and my mum. 

“Once I wanted an electric drum 
kit from Argos and I asked him for 
one; I must have been about 14. He 


told me I could have it but I had to 
work during the Easter holidays 
and I said okay. 

“I worked really hard the first 
week of Easter, starting at 7am and 
helping the paperboys and doing as 
much as I could. By the end of the 
week he had brought me the drum 
kit. I said ‘thank you, but I’ve only 
worked one week’. He then told me 
he was always going to buy it for me, 
but he wanted me to see what it felt 
like to really work for something. 

“That lesson stuck with me. He 


was the hardest-working man I 
know and he had a really good rela¬ 
tionship with all his customers.” 

Mr Sood leaves his wife of 48 
years, children Navin, 44, Vandna, 
46, and Aman and six grandchil¬ 
dren. The funeral cortege will stop 
briefly at Ward Hatch Newsagents 
on its way to the crematorium for 
the service at 10.30am. 

The family have requested any 
donations in his memory to be for¬ 
warded to the UK Diabetes 
Association.

L ET’S start with some great news 
about house burglaries. Fewer 
than a third of these horrible 
crimes have happened this month 
than in January. 

As I mentioned in my last piece, 
seven local youths were arrested at 
the end of January and this appears 
to have had a dramatic effect on 
the town’s burglary rate. 

However, we aren’t complacent 
about these results and all the 
police teams continue to work 
together to prevent and detect 
these crimes. 

Y OU may have read the story on 
the front page of the Star a 
couple of weeks ago about a 
number of drugs raids and arrests 
across the town. 

This was the culmination of 
almost a year of work. We are still 
working on this issue so if you 
suspect drug dealing is happening 
in your area please call us or speak 
anonymously to Crimestoppers on 
0800 555111. 

T HERE is a worrying scam that is 
happening all over the country. 
Please be aware of it and make sure 
elderly relatives and neighbours in 
particular are also aware of it. 

This is what happens: a fraudster 
phones up pretending to be from 
the police or your bank to inform 
you something suspicious has 
happened with your bank account. 
They may reassure you that they 
are genuine and give you a phone 
number to call back. However, they 
stay on their end of the line, 
meaning you are actually still 
connected to the original caller. 

They then convince you to reveal 
your personal bank details and PIN 
number or even set up a money 
transfer. It has even been known 
for them to send a courier round to 
pick up the victim’s bank card. 
They then spend all the money in 
the account. 

Please do not be fooled. You will 


never be asked for your PIN or 
bank card by a police officer or 
your bank, so do not reveal them to 
anyone. 

O UR Neighbourhood Policing 
Teams are investigating recent 
anti-social behaviour by youths in 
Bush Fair and Staple Tye. It is not 
acceptable for businesses such as 
takeaway food outlets and their 
customers to be pestered and 
harassed. 

Some youngsters causing 
problems at Bush Fair are now 
subject to police action and many 
others have been taken home to 
parents. We are now looking at 
similar tactics at Staple Tye, 
together with assistance from local 
schools. 

If your children cause problems 
at Bush Fair or Staple Tye, be aware 
that you may be having a visit from 
us. 

W E continue to link in with 
groups interested in the work 
of the police. 

PCSOs Karen Rogers and Elaine 
Mager have given a group of 
students studying for their public 
services qualification a guided tour 
and insight into the workings of the 
police station. This included a look 
around the custody suite and the 
offer of having their fingerprints 
taken. 

Also, a group of Guides from St 
Andrew’s Church are being shown 
around the station this week by 
PCSO Lee Phillips, who tells me the 
kids can’t wait to try out the riot 
gear! It sounds like a good 
opportunity for some fun. 

W E have a very experienced 
officer based at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital - PCSO Elaine 
Mager - so if you are there and have 
an enquiry regarding crime or a 
neighbourhood issue please 
contact her via the PAH security 
team.

H A It LOW’S crumbling roads are suffer¬ 
ing from more potholes than ever before 
- and we want your help highlighting the 
worst of them. 

Scores of new potholes have been cre¬ 
ated in Harlow as a result of the winter 
storms this year. 

This week the Government announced 
that Essex County Council would receive 
£2.7m to carry out repairs to the worst 
hazards. 

In Harlow, a local photographer is call¬ 
ing for action to have the worst of the 
town’s potholes filled in. 

He said: “It’s not about making Harlow 
— look bad, it’s about making it look great.” 

Latest figures show the number of high-

way defects in Essex in the three months 
to the end of December was 15,939, up 
16.3 per cent from 13,705 in the quarter 
to the end of September. 

Essex County Council divides its high¬ 
ways network into three categories: 

• county route (priority 1) - strategic 
roads with the highest volumes of traffic; 

• county route (Priority 2) - roads which 
provide an essential traffic management 
function between the Priority 1 network 
and local roads; 

• local roads - all other roads main¬ 


tained by the authority. 

The local roads network fared worst, 
according to the data. On the 3,230 miles 
for which the county is responsible the 
number of faults increased from 8,119 to 
10,397 in the last three months of 2013. 
Defects on Harlow’s 125 miles of road 
rose from 573 to 610. 

The number of faults on Essex’s 588 
miles of Priority 1 roads rose from 1,554 
to 1,796, while on Priority 2 roads the 
total dropped from 4,032 to 3,746. 

The average cost of filling a pothole in 
the UK is £58 while the total cost of fixing 
the country’s potholes is estimated at 
more than £114m. 

On average the number of claims per 


authority for compensation for damage 
to a person or vehicle as a result of the 
poor road condition tops more than 300. 

In total the Department for Transport 
has made £183.5m available to local 
highway authorities in England. 

Cllr Rodney Bass, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member for highways, 
said: “We welcome the £2.7m that the 
DfT will be giving us in additional fund¬ 
ing to fix potholes on Essex’s roads, hav¬ 
ing made a great effort as a council to 
finance road repairs. 

“This money is further to the addition¬ 
al revenue of £4.8m that Essex has 
already pledged for highways repairs 
next year.”

Hospice counts the cost of van theft

THE van stolen from St Clare 
Hospice last month and 
recovered a few hours later 
was back in service this week 
after being off the road for a 
month. 

The vehicle, which is used 
for delivery and collection 
services for the hospice’s 
seven shops, was taken from 
the car park at Hastingwood. 

Police found the vehicle 
within 12 hours of it being 
reported missing, but the 
hospice estimates it has lost 
more than £1,600 in income 
while the vehicle, which was 
damaged, underwent repairs. 

Retail sales manager Fiona 
Eaton said: “Although we 
were able to hire a 
replacement vehicle while 
the van was being repaired, 
the rental was not covered by 
our insurance so that alone 
has cost £900. 

“We also had goods in the 


back which were rifled 
through and have had to be 
written off so that’s an 
additional £350 in lost stock. 
When you add on £250 to 
have new keys cut and a £150 
excess fee, we are facing 
quite a hefty bill. 

She added: “We were 


devastated that thieves 
would target the hospice. 
They clearly have no idea of 
the consequences of their 
actions and the bill we are 
now facing; all funds which 
could be spent on caring for 
our patients and their loved 
ones.”

Algernon's long-lost brother named 
Ernest, Wilde's genius as a dramatist is 
fully demonstrated as the multi-layered 
story comes together with a satisfying 
conclusion. 

The very attractive set, courtesy of 
Paul Regali and Maggie Beenson, and 
beautiful costumes designed and made 
by Mrs Branwell, ensured the Victorian 
backdrop was securely in place. 

But the mostly young cast should be 
congratulated for their skills in depicting 
the manners and mores of the time. 

Dan Powell made the stage his own as 
the strutting and pompous Jack while 
Players' newcomer Harry Tennison was 
suitably louche as cad-about-town 


Algernon. 

As Gwendolen and Cicely, Claire 
Quley and Kerry Rowland gave 
delightfully nuanced performances.

Presiding over the two fledgling 
romances is the terrifyingly imposing 
Lady Bracknell, Gwendolen's mother 
and aunt to Algernon. In an inspired 
piece of casting, the role was taken by 
a man! But rather than adopt a comedic 
approach, James Miller downplayed the 
characterisation and the gender-swap 
was never the obvious factor in his 
steady performance. 

This was MHP's' first venture into 
costume drama for many years and 
they should be congratulated for such a 
welcome and highly entertaining change 
of direction.

Go and grow eco 


IF your planting is attracting bees, 
butterflies and other wildlife, your 
shed is devoid of pesticides and your 
fruit and veg are strictly organic, 
then you are already heading along 
the right road to eco-friendliness. 

But follow these 10 simple tips and 
you could get even further, even 
faster. 

1 Plant bright flowers such as 
candytuft, sunflowers and 
marigolds, to encourage beneficial 
insects like ladybirds and lacewings. 
These will eat aphids such as 
blackfly, which can decimate 
your flowers and crops. Bluebells, 
cowslips, foxgloves and primroses 
are all wildflowers to add colour and 
beauty to any garden. Buy flowers 
that will bloom as late into the 
autumn as possible, to allow more 
beneficial bugs and bees plenty of 
time to pollinate. 

2 Invest in a water butt. Even 
better, blend it in with your 
garden scheme by building a 
wooden casing around it and 
painting it, suggests DIY power 
tool experts Dremel ( www.dremel. 
co.uk). Alternatively, buy an 
old wine barrel as an attractive 
alternative and customise it so you 
can fill a watering can. Wooden 
water butts need to stand above 
ground level, allowing the wood to 
breathe from beneath. 

3 Create your own makeshift 
mulch. If you have collected 
leaves to make leaf mould over 
the years, this will act as a great

mulch in spring. Alternatively, use 
compost, bark or garden clippings 
which have been shredded. 

4 Consider 'companion planting' 
to ward off predators. Many 
plant combinations mask each 
other with scent. The smell of 
Tagetes (French marigolds) will 
deter whitefly, while garlic and 
other alliums have been used as 
companions to keep pests at bay. 
Trailing nasturtiums repel woolly 
aphids, while bugle extract repels 
cabbage white caterpillars. In a 
similar way, leeks repel carrot flies, 
okra shields peppers from wind, 
while tall crops provide a canopy 
for short ones, such as lettuce and 
spinach, which prefer partial shade 
in the heat. 

5 Recycle everyday packaging 
to use in your garden. Plastic 
cartons which have held pre-packed 
veg can be adapted as seed trays, 
yoghurt pots which have been 
thoroughly cleaned can be used to 
raise seedlings and larger plastic 
bottles with the bottoms cut off can 
work as makeshift cloches around 
young vulnerable plants. Large 
wooden crates can be used to store 
fruit and veg later on in the season. 

6 Set up a worm compost bin if 
you only have a small space, 
and make a home for some small, 
red tiger worms, which you can buy. 
Use a wooden box with holes and a 
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lid for a worm compost bin., add a 
layer of moist, shredded newspaper 
and soil for their bedding, then feed 
them once a week with vegetable 
peelings wrapped in newspaper or 
paper towels. Every two or three 
months, the rich, fine compost will 
be ready to use. 

7 Use solar power to light the 
path to your front door. Solar 
lights fixed into the ground store 
energy at low cost in the daytime 
and light the way to your front door 
in the dark. Cut niches into your 
paving stones by using a compact 
saw or plant them either side of 
your path in the garden borders. 

8 Make a compost bin if you 
don't already have one. To 
make a simple wooden compost bin 
simply cut wooden slats to size and 
screw them together at right angles. 
Sand down any sharp edges or 
splintered wood, then prepare your 
compost by layering grass cuttings, 
leaves and natural waste from your 



kitchen (such as paper, cardboard 
and vegetable peelings) and turn 
regularly. Once the waste has 
rotted, it should be an ideal supply 
to mix with your garden top soil. 

Charge battery-powered 
equipment the smart way. 

If your garden tools are battery- 
powered, bear in mind that the 
prices charged for electricity may 
vary at different times of the day 
and night. Once you have the 


details you can start saving money 
by charging batteries during off- 
peak hours. Additionally, lithium-ion 
batteries retain their charge even 
if they haven't been used for some 
time. 

Minimise your non- 
permeable hard 
landscaping, such as pavers set in 
concrete. Create boundaries with 
hedging rather than fencing if you 
can.

PAST and present collide in this action-packed 
sequel to the 2011 blockbuster which continues 
to expand the sprawling Marvel Comics universe. 

Addressing timely concerns about unrest in the 
Middle East and the corruptibility of the political 
establishment, Captain America: The Winter 
Soldier is a bombastic, big budget extravaganza 
that's every bit as entertaining as the opening 
chapter.

Set two years after The Avengers, it opens with 
Steve Rogers (Chris Evans) acclimatising to life in 
present day Washington D.C. 


In his heroic guise as Captain America he leads 
a daring rescue mission at sea, flanked by sexy 
spy Natasha Romanoff (Scarlett Johansson) and 
S.H.I.E.L.D.'s counter-terrorism unit. 

Soon after, Fury escorts Rogers into the bowels 
of the agency's headquarters which houses 
three state-of-the-art helicarriers. These aerial 
warships, codenamed Project Insight, will 
extinguish threats to global peace from the skies, 
killing terrorists before they have a chance to 
strike. 

"I thought the punishment usually came after 
the crime,'' observes Rogers. "We can't afford to 
wait that long," retorts Fury, whose concerns are 
echoed by Alexander Pierce (Robert Redford), 
a senior member of S.H.I.E.L.D. and the World 
Security Council. 

"To build a better world, sometimes you've got 
to tear the old one down," he warns Rogers, who 
seems to be the only person concerned about 
the moral implications of playing judge, jury and 


executioner with the push of a button. 

Captain America: The Winter Soldier is cut 
from the same tried and tested cloth as the first 
instalment. Evans and Johansson enjoy verbal 
jousting in between their fight sequences while 
Anthony Mackie proves a likeable addition to the 
team as winged warrior Falcon. 

There's an inescapable feeling throughout that 
this is an appetiser to the main course of a third 
film in 2016 and, sure enough, the movie ends 
on a cliffhanger.

CREATED almost 60 years ago by 
Jim Henson, Kermit the Frog and his 
hand-operated chums gained a new 
lease of life in 2011 with the release 
of the seventh feature film. 

Combining an irreverent script, 
tongue-in-cheek cameos and 
uproarious song and dance numbers, 
it was a treat for fans of all ages. 

Muppets Most Wanted is the 
inevitable sequel and harnesses 
some of the same charm and zany 
energy.

The move itself was as 
simple as these things can 
be. From offer to moving in, 
the process was quick, with 
no last-minute panics and 
the sale went smoothly. 

But what they found the 
most irritating has been the 
extra associated costs that 
have added up to much 
more than they had 
anticipated. 

It’s easy when buying a 
home to overlook smaller 
costs in favour of the major 
expense - the house itself - 
but these ‘little extras’ can 
quickly add up. 

For example, Stamp Duty 
can eat up a huge chunk of 
anyone’s budget at one per 
cent for homes valued at 
between £125,000 and 
£250,000, three per cent for 
those between £250,000 
and £500,000, four per cent 
between £500,000 to 
£1,000,000 and an eye¬ 
watering five per cent for 
properties costing between 
£1m and £2m. 

Then there are your legal 
costs. You can expect to 
pay around £1,000 on 
average depending on the 
services you require for the 
purchase. 

You will also need to 
budget for a survey of the 
property and for searches 
for anything unusual about 
the property. These tend to 
cost around £500 each but 
depend on the scope of the 
survey required. 

Other costs can include 
valuation fees paid to a 
lender for checking the 
property is worth the 
amount they are lending 
and a booking fee for 
selecting a mortgage deal.

I T might have grown slightly but 
there’s no mistaking the oversize 
headlights and signature grille. It 
can only be a Mini. 

But that’s all that is familiar 
about BMW’s third-generation 
hatchback. Underneath the iconic 
shape lies an all new platform, 
engines and transmissions plus an 
increased focus on delivering an 
engaging yet refined driving 
experience. 

And while the new car has grown 
slightly in all dimensions - it’s 
98mm longer, 44mm wider and 
28mm longer between the wheels 
- the basic proportions and design 
cues remain. 

Inside the cabin the car’s 
trademark oversize central 
speedometer has been repurposed 
to house the infotainment screen 
and the traditional key has been 
ditched in favour of a funky 
backlit engine start toggle switch. 

BMW has blessed the car with 
technology more commonly found 
in ‘grown-up’ cars, such as a neat 
heads-up display, parking camera 
and a self park function, user 
selectable electronic damper 



modes, DAB radio, intelligent 
cruise control and traffic sign 
recognition. 

The good news extends rewards, 
as rear seat passengers now have 
more room and the boot is a 
sensible size. It’s still a bit of 
squeeze to get in the back but once 
installed it’s noticeably more 
comfortable, while folding the rear 
seats further enhances the car’s 
versatility. 

Cooper and go-faster Cooper S 
models make up the range at 
launch, with the former utilising 
BMW’s new 1.5-litre three-pot 
petrol motor and the latter a new 


2.0-litre petrol unit. All engines are 
now turbocharged, and significant 
economy and performance gains 
have been made across the board. 

In popular Cooper guise the 
car’s new motor puts out a useful 
134 horsepower enabling the zero 
to 62mph sprint in a brisk 7.9 
seconds. Also, power comes in 
much lower down the rev range, 
saving you much stirring of the 
admittedly slick manual gear 
shift. 

And the best news? You can have 
all this performance while 
enjoying an official combined 
economy figure of 62.8mpg and a 


tax-dodging 105g/km carbon 
emissions rating. 

It’s the same cake-and-eat-it 
scenario out on the road. The Mini 
Cooper delivers an engaging 
driving experience, while at the 
same time maintaining a high 
level of comfort and refinement 
across a wide range of road 
conditions. 

The car’s electric power steering 
gives nothing away in terms of feel 
and does much to contribute to 
the previous car’s ‘go kart-like’ 
sensation that BMW is so keen to 
maintain, while engine response 
is right up there with dedicated 


sports cars. The three-pot turbo 
motor even sounds the part, 
emitting a gruff, purposeful note 
when you’re pressing on. 

But it’s the car’s ride and grip 
levels that impress most. The 
combination will flatter less 
experienced drivers and do much 
to keep them safe if they 
inadvertently test the limits of 
their talents, yet the potential still 
exists for keen drivers to fully 
exploit the Mini’s playful 
character. 

And unlike it’s predecessor, this 
third-gen Mini’s ride boasts a 
more supple and mature 
character, resulting in a vastly 
more enjoyable experience when 
encountering poorly surfaced 
urban streets. The end result is a 
fluid ride and enjoyable, 
confidence-inspiring time behind 
the wheel. 

The important thing to take 
away from this all-new Mini 
experience is that, while the car 
has grown slightly in size, is more 
refined and comes with all the 
toys you’d expect to find in more 
grown-up cars, BMW has ensured 
that the fun factor remains right 
at the heart of the driving and 
ownership experience.
